Question Reserve Fund Depletion 
E peclally did the visitors ques­ 
tion the advisability of depleting 
the reserve fund which has taken 
the water department 30 years to 
build up. They voiced the opinion 
th at some reserve should be m ain­ 
tained for emergencies and expan­ 
sions in the future. In the past this 
fund has been used to drill wells, 
extend water mains and other ex­ 
pansion 
and 
maintenance 
work. 
From it also came the money with 
which to pay off bonds and inter­ 
est. 
The 
bonded 
indebtedness 
had 
been reduced to $20,000 at the first 
of the present year. This Is to be 
paid off at the rate of $5,000 a 
year, so that in three years after 
the present year the entire bonded 
indebtedness 
will 
be 
wiped out. 
BarckliofT said the waterworks de­ 
partm ent now is able to produce a 
profit of $1O,OC0 a year, which will 
be increased when the bonds have 
been paid. 
Some of those in the conference 
abo questioned whether the engi­ 
neer had made his estimates of 
costs of operation 
high enough. 
They pointed to his estimate of 
$3,663 a year for softening the 
water, in comparison w'ith a cost 
of more than $13,000 a year in other 
Ohio cities about the size of Salem. 
In view of these uncertainties In 
the minds of some councilmen and 
visitors, Barckhoff suggested that 
hLs figures be checked by an out­ 
side engineer and a filtration plant 
operator, so that he and the city 
could be sure they were approxi­ 
mately accurate. 
Council called the visitors into 
the conference to acquaint them 
with the entire proposal and get 
their reaction. 
President Charles 
Cornwall indicated that a vote on 
the program probably would not be 
taken immediately by council. In 
order that the federal grant be 
taken advantage of, the project 
would have to be submitted for 
PWA approval by Sept. 1.

Efforts To Form 
Commission Fail 


LONDON, July 13—T he govern­ 
m ent announced today th a t Its ef­ 
f o r t; to form an international com ­ 
m ission to Investigate air bombings 
of civilian centers in Spain had 
failed. 
Prim e M inister C ham berlain told 
the house of comm ons th a t the 
ichem e, in which the U nited States, 
France, Norway, Sw eden and later 
the N etherlands had been asked to 
join, had been found “impossible.”
